O., July 3.—A. Roy Knaben- 
shue, the daring young aeronaut who 
startled St. Louis and the world by his 
maneuvers in Baldwin's airship, the 
“California Arrow,” is making rapid 
strides here toward perfecting the air- 
ship and solving the question of aerial 
navigation. 

Yesterday afternoon Knabenshue guid- 
the “Toledo Wo. 1,” at 
will over the Fair Grounds. 

He would have been successful in re- 
turning to his starting point in the cen- 
ter of the big field had it not been for 
the giving way of the carburator in his 
gasoline motor after 15 minutes of suc- 
cessful steering hither and thither in 
the air,

young aeronaut last 
surprised this city with a trip tn 
the ‘Toledo No. 1° when.they were 
least expecting a flight. Friday’s ascent 
was perhaps the most startling and stic- 
ceasful Knabenshue has ever made. 

Knabenshue started from the Fair 
Grounds in his ship and made straight 
for the 10-story Spitzer building at 
Madison and Huron streets, a distance 
of three miles from the Fair Grounds. 
There he Janded, on a roof only about 
40 feet square, and met his wife and two 
or three friends who were waiting his 
arrival. 

Soon the ship was seen to. rise 
from the roof and back the young 
“King of the Air’ sped to his starting 
point in the Fair Grounds. Yesterday 
rafternoon between eight’ and ten thou- 
sand citizens jourseyed out to the Fair 
‘Grounds to witness the flight, those 
who stayed at home keeping a lookout 
‘from their housetops or windows. 


Starts Up Like Arrow 


At.3:35 p. m. Knabenshue called to the 
assistants beneath him to let her go and 
the “Toledo No. I started up like an 
arrow, the guiding hand steering his 
Ship toward the east. 

First Knabenshue made a complete 
circle of the entire Fuir Grounds at a 
height of about 300 feet and then point- 
ed the bow upward. 

At a level of about 600 feet above the 
crowd, where the wind was evidently 
Very strong, the ship was moved back 
d forth over the Fair Grounds, but 
nthe strong current of wind seemed to 
mrevent a complete circle in any smail 

rea.

But the gas bag-refused to do its part 
and again he was lowered into a tree, 15 
feet from the one in which he first 
landed. 

The crowd poured from the grounds 
and assembled beneath the tree, watch- 
ing to see how Knabenshue was going 
to extricate his ship from the tree and 
reach the ground without injury to his 
eraft or himself. 

Tilting the ‘‘Toleda’’ 
and then the other, the aeronaut was 
able to lower his ship to the ground 
without coming in contact with anything 
that would do it damage.

The croWu ‘tic _ > fed the ship, with 
K nabenshue sitting on the framework, 
into the Fair Grounds, tearing off boards 
from the fence to pass through to the 
point within the grounds from which 
the start was made. 

Knabenshue said. as he was being 
borne through the. grounds that 
the motor had given out exactly as the 
motor of the “‘Arrow’’ did on the day of 
his first flight in St. Louis during the 
World's Fair. On that occasion he 
drifted over St. Louis and “the Missis- 
sippi River into Illinois, 

He said that owing to the time of day 
he would not attempt another flight, as 
it would take some time to repair the 
motor, 

Speaking of his achlevements In aerial 
navigation, Knabenshue said just be- 
fore yesterday's flight: ‘It is my in- 
tention to make aeronautics my life 
work and study and I find that each 
trip into the air is an individual les- 
son in itself, for conditions are rarely 
ever the same, and I find new ques- 
tions to be solved each time I go up. 

“The chance: for improvement in the 
airship within the next year or two is 
very great and in all probability the 
question of navigating the hitherto un- 
‘known will be solved before many years 
have passed. I have shown St. Louis- 
ans, Toledoites and Californians that 
my ‘bird’ can be guided with or 
against the wind, aNhough I have never 
attempted to weather any great gale

|. présent stage of imperfection could ac- 
| complish much in a heavy wind. That 
obstacle will, however, be overcome as 
the experiments progress and the goal

XICAN FLOGD 
MAY REACH 1000 


‘Mining City of Guanajuato, 


With Large American and 
British Population, Swept by 
Torrent—Awful Loss of Life. 


SEVERAL VALLEY TOWNS 
COMPLETELY WIPED OUT 


Terrific Downpour Fills Nar- 
row Gorges and Rushing 
Water Carries Everything 
Before It—Train Wrecked. 


MEXICO CITY, Mexico, July 3.— 
Scores, perhaps hundreds, of persons 
have perished in a flood which swept 
the mining city of Guanajuato and 
neighboring towns in the mountain val- 
ley through which the torrent rushed, 
carrying all before it. 

President Robinson of the Mexican 
Central Railroad places the number of 
dead at 1000. Wires are all down, the 
Mexican Centr&l track is washed out, 
wagon roads are impassable and it may 
be several days before definite news 
will be obtainable. 

Guanajuato \is the seat of activity of 
several large American and British min- 
ing companies and the Anglo-Saxon 
population both there and at other 
towns in the vicinity is considerable. 
The town of Marafilo, a short distance 
below Guanajuato, is reported to have 
been completely wiped out. 

The storm. is understood to have be- 
‘gun on the night of June 30 and to have 
increased in violence until it approached 
the proportions of a cloudburst. 

By this time the streets of Guanajuato 
were raging torrents, with the water 
up to the second stories and many 
bulidings crumbling under the force of 
the current. The thoroughfares, ac- 
cording to last reports sent out before 
the wires went down, were filled with 
floating bodies. 

President Robinson of the Mexican 
Central has received word. .of . the 
wrecking of a pussenger train by a 
washout north of Irapuato, in which 
there was loss of life, though its ex- 
tent is as yet uncertain. 


Guanajuato, or Guanaxuato, as it was 
originally known, is a city of about 66,- 
000 population, the capital of the State 
of the same name. Ilit is singular- 
ly situated in a deep, narrow moun- 
tain defile, 6017 feet above sea level, 160 
miles northwest of Mexico)City. 

The original city was founded by the 
Spaniards in 1540 about a group of gold 
and silver mines, which have since 
proven the richest in Mexico. A num- 
ber of other villages grew up About it 
and the entire number was finally 
brought undcr a single head. 

The mines were worked only with an- 
tiqguated machinery and by far from sci- 
entific methods until a few years ago, 
when American and British capital be- 
came interested in them. Since then 
there have been large investments and 
a considerable foreign population has 
grown up in Guanajuato and neighbor- 
ing towns. _ 

The city is remarkable, among other 
things, for the location in its neighbor- 
hood of a maze of ancient Aztec cata- 
combs, in which are thousands of mum- 
mies and prehistoric relics of varions 


kinds, which have made it a frequent 
{ stopping place for antiquaries and tour- 
ists. 

The houses of the main citr are gen- 
erally well built of hewn stone, and the 
residences, particularily those of for- 
eign mine owners and superintendents, 
are among the finest in Mexico.

Eight Poolrooms in Hot Springs 
Pay $200 a Day for 
Telegrams. 


Telegrams from Hot Springs, Ark., to 
the Post-Dispatch explain in retail the 
manner in which the Western Union 
Telegraph Co. is supplying eight pool- 
rooms in that city with betting infor- 
mation received at the Delmar race- 
track. 

The system has been in operation for 
some time, and shows. that the tele- 
graph company acts directly with the 
poolrooms. 

bD. & Ryan, iocal manager of the 
Western Union Telegraph Co. at Hot 
Springs, according to the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent, collects daily the sum of 
$25 from each poolroom for “racetrack 
dope’’ transmitted from St. Louis. 

Of this amount the correspondent 
states $15 is retained by the Western 
Union company and $10 is sent to a turf 
bureau whieh transmits tips and 
bets over the Western Union wires. 

At this rate the Western Union gets 
a& net profit out of the St. Louis race- 
track gambling privilege of $120 per ai Ly, 
or about $5500 a month. 

The poolrooms at Hot Springs are also 
taxed $25 a day by the Western Union 
company for betting information § re- 
cejved from Kenilworth track and a 
similar sum for that received from La- 
tonia and Sheepshead Bay. 

For information received 
four racetracks now in operation 
throughout the country the Western 
Union collects daily from the poolrooms 
at Hot Springs, through its local man- 
ager, the aggregate sum of $800 or a 
fraction less than $2200 a month. 

Supt. B. J. Frankel of the West- 
ern Union, Telegraph Co.,'in an in- 
terview with a Post-Dispatch reporter 
a few days ago, insisted that his com- 
peny maae no direct levy on the pool- 
rooms for betting information ounplied 
to them, but merely eharged for tele- 


gravhic messages. 

The Hot Springs poolrooms each pay 
the Western Union the arbitrary price 
of $% a day, regardless of the volume 
of matte aia contained in the messages.

TWO ADDITIONS T0 
INSANE ASYLUM 


$150,000 Available for One 
Wing, and Mayor Will Ask 
an Appropriation. 


President O'Reilly of the Board of 
Public Improvements Monday instruct- 
ed Building Commissioner Smith to pre- 
pare plans for two new wings to be 
added to the Insane Asylum Building, 
flanking the building on each side. 

Mayor Wells, Comptroller Player and 
President O'Reilly recently visited the 
Insane Asylum, their inspection con- 
‘vincing them that the need of additional 
quarters was imperative. The Mayor 
then informed President O'Reilly that 
$150,000 was available for the purpose. 


“That will only pay for one wing,”’ 
was the reply, “and we need the two 
wings.”’ 

“Go ahead and build them then,’ 
Mayor answered. * 
introduced in the Municipal Assembly 
making the necessary appropriation.’ 

The instructions to the .Building Ns ‘om- 
missioner are the outcome of this visit. 
The two new wings will be four stories 
in height and will accommodate 300 ad- 
ditional patients. There are 660 pa- 
tients now in the Insane Asylum, 92 at 
the State Asylum in Farmington, Mo., 
and 865 harmless and incurable dement- 
ed patients at the City Poorhouse, 17 of 
whom are children. The total of 1607 
insane now being cared for by the city 
breaks all local records, 

In the event that a special session of 
the Municipal Assembly is called this 
summer to approve contracts for street 
reconstruction, as is now contemplated, 
the bill appropriating the amount neces- 
sary to complete the two new wings of 
the Insane Asylum will then be: intro- 
duced.

Historic Thoroughfare, 


If you take interest in American his- 
tory, aboriginal and modern, if you 
can obtain pleasure from tracing, stat- 
istically, the growth of our nation, go 
acruss the river to Cahokia, the town 
of 200 years, the one-time metropolis of 
this portion of the Mississippi Valley, 
where St. Louis folk went shopping 
and to whose age and size St. Louis 
looked up with respect, go across the 
river to Cahokia, St. Clair County, IIl., 
journey along the pretty road that 
leads from the river to the town 
arnd— 

Count the empty beer bottles between 
the ferry and the Hungry Six Club, 
Cahokia, 

From the river to the center of the 
village the dirt road was crowded yes- 
terday with people who were more or 
less enthused. 

"lis a strange change that the years 
have wrought. A-time there was when 
our sturdy forefathers of St. Louis, 
fighting in the wilderness the battle for 
personal liberty, crossed on the ferry 
to Cahokia to obtain the provender of 
life and those things of civilization 
which came sooner to the Illinols town 
than to the smaller village on the west- 
ern shore. 

Now, by hundreds, St. Louisans re- 
turn to that decaying monument of the 
Western spirit of Personal Liberty as to 
a refuge from the stern, arbitrary Law, ‘ 
which would deny them their Sunday 
beer. 

And so it is an interesting journey. 
The steamer Florence of the Sidney 
street ferry carries a great crowd 
across the river. Several persons asked 
one of the ferrymen about the sched- 
ule and was told that the boat ran back 
and forth as fast as possible. ‘‘There’s 
always business,’ he said. 

Getting off the ferry, one trods the 
“Road to Old Cahokia,”’ deserted for 
so many years. 

Trailing up the smooth, well beaten 
cinder highway, which has lately been 
fixed up, to a tavern that faces the 
river a quarter of a mile from the 
shore, one is surprised to see a row of 
street lamps, six or seven in all. They 
seem completely out of place there, but 
they serve a good purpose for the large 
night traffic.

There was not much to see at Sweig- 
ler’s except some little girls, nice-look- 
ing little girls, playing in a barroom 
that was packed with men drinking and 
singing, small boys playing their nickels 
and dimes against slot machines: a pi- 
ano player playing rag-time that was 
fine on a grand piano; three barkeepers 
working in a way that would uig the 
Panama Canal in a year; more men, 
outside, drinking and singing. 

The road to the next tavern is as 
pretty a country drive as one could well 
wish. It was lined with heavy shade 
trees and was smooth and level. 

Along this half-mile stretch of pike 
were*six gambling men with their 
Stands,- entertaining the unsuspicious 
South Siders of St. Louis with the en- 
clent and honorable game of chuck-a- 
luck and the never-old game of three 
Shells and a pellet. They seem to be 
doing right well. 

Close to the second tavern was a 
game of ‘“‘craps,"’ in which many play- 
crs were taking part and whereat many 
spectators watched. 

“The Red House, John Stoecklin, 
Prop.,’’ was the sign at this place. The 
Red House was painted red long, long 
ago, and is still that color. It was built 
in the century now five years dead and 
was built for a country tavern of that 
time. Some great. men have eaten and 
slept in the Red House, it is said. 
‘The saloon and grounds presented a 
nicture of great activity. The bar was 
filled and the same sight of overworked 
barkeepers was secn.. People lounged 
about the courtyard, some with beer 
bottles in their hands, some without. 
Some watched others shooting at clay 
pigeons, south of the house, at the edge 
of the grove. In the grove itself were 
swings, enjoyed by little folk whom 
some parents had brought with them. 
S:me ate fish sandwiches, made and 
sold by two very prosperous merchants,

Doing Best Day’s Work.

TOPEKA, Kan.. July 3.—Kisses and 
hugs bestowed by a pretty girl saved 
her father’s wheat crop valued at $3000

wheat farmer, to the men whom the 
farmer hired to care for his wheat. Men 


to work in the harvest fleld have been 
scarcer in Kansas this year than for 
many seasons, and therefore when the 
farmers of Centra] Kansas received 
word from the Government weather of- 
fices on Friday that a heavy rain was 
expected that night they exerted them- 
selves to save their wheat. All wheat 
which would remain unshocked when 
the rain came would be damaged. 

The greater part of the Huston wheat 
was unshocked when the farmer and 
the dozen men who were helping him, 
went into the field on Friday. Mr. Hus- 
ton was badly worried over the Govern- 
ment predictions and tried to impress on 
the men the necessity for M«rying 
through with their work. The laborers, 
many of. whom had been imported for 
the season from other States, gave little 
heed to the worry of the farmer. Finally 
Miss Huston went into the field with the 
morning drink of buttermilk for the 
men and when they had gathered about 
her said: 

“I have decided to offer prizes to the 
men who do the best work today. We 
must save this crop of wheat or [ can’t 
return to school this fall. Now to the 


man who shocks the most wheat today

Bowman, a 
member of the board, ‘“‘seems to have 
followed the religious revivals like an 
epidemic. .In Reno County, where there 
was a protrac ted revival early last year, 
has sent 52 insane persons to the State 
Asylum in Topeka during the year, I 
find that this epidemic of insanity has 
also followed the revivals which were 
held in Topeka,’ Arkansas City, Win- 
field, Wichita and other places Our 
asylums will be overe rowded if this epi- 
demic is not checked.’
